I am 
not such a visionary as to imagine that the 
middle class mother can always afford to ap- 
prentice her daughter to a first-rate chef, or 
to pay a heavy premium for ber to enter as 
an “improver”’ in the kitchen of a club; 
but she can have the foundatidn of the girl’s 
training laid by sending her for a short 
time to a iirst-rate school of Gédkery, and 
continuing the training day by day, week 
by week, and month by month at home. 
Nor would it be difficult for her to make the 
acquaintance of one ot those professed 
female cooks who go out.“ on job,”’ And who 
fora very small sum would give the girl 
some ,useful hints about making sauces, 
garnishing and dishing up; and finally, the 
giri herself should be taught to love the 
art of cookery, and on her shelf one 
of her most prized volumes should be 
a thoroughly good cookery book. It must 
be remembered that boiling a potato well is 
neither the beginning nor the end of good 
cookery; the science is essentially an ex- 
perimental one, and consequently, any one 
practicing it should be continually incited to 
make culinary experiments in the way of 
concocting savory made-dishes or pretty 
little tiny kickshaws. It may be objected 
that these experiments sould cost a great 
deal of money. As ajghatter of fact, they 
would cost very littleé .The simpler kinds 
of vegetables are cheap enough; a made 
dish can be as well prepared from block or- 
haments as from the superior categories of 
meat; and flour, spices, butter and suger 
would, as an outlay, be cgtainly not ruin- 
ous to the family, whef it is consid- 
ered that they would partake of 
the dishes prepared, and that those 
dishes would grow nicer and nicer every 
day as the youthful cook progressed in her 
art. A professed female cook is worth 
from £50 to £70 a year wages; and a young 
lady would not in the slightest degree 
derogate from her social position by ac- 
cepting such a post, seeing that the cook is 

Queen of the Basement, and 
that not only her fellow-servants, but her 
employers, if they are seysible folk, must 
defer to her, for she literally rules. ghe 
roast,and appeals to all our feelmgs through 
the potent medium of the stomach. 

Again, I fail to see why girls of the 
middie classes should not be trained, and 
carefully trained, to go out as ladies’ 
maids, to fill which responsibie, and com- 
fortable and even elegant, posts they would 
take no harm if, in addition to being com- 
petent dress-makers and efficient hair-dress- 
ers, they did not forget their French, and 
especially if they cultivated their calligraphy 
and their orthography. A cultured femme 
de chambre soon becomes more than half 
the private secretary of the grande dame 
whose service she enters, and is valued ac- 
cordingly. I will not say any thing at 
present about the desirability of training 
middle-class girls tg be artists. In the first 
place, because South Kensington girls and | 
Slade School girls have an unhappy 
tendency when they have had a little sup- 
erficial training in art or waste their 
time in painting ambitious pictures in 
oils for. exhibition at the Royal Aca- 
demy, which pictures, as arule, are not dis- 
played on the walls of Burlington House; 
and, next, it must remembered that the 
love of artis a gift, and not an acquire- 
ment, and that the mediocre artist is as 
helpless a creature as the mediocre musi- 
cian.

ey aré sé@dulously trained up to them. 
They can; for instance, enter life as clerks, 
book-keepers, shop assistants, type-writers, 
short-hand correspondents, nurses, hotel- 
keepers, advertising canvassers and com- 
mercial travelers—the last a calling which 
is ignorantly assumed to be monopolized by 
men. Then, a well-educated, well-mannered 
girl, quick at her needle, and a clever cut- 
ter, need “not abandon her honre, but can 
make a comfortable addition to her meager 
allowance of pocket-money, if she will only 
condescend to gc out a few mornings every 
week to ladies’ houses to overlook and keep 
wardrobes in repair. The needlewoman who 
does condescend to undertake such work is, 
as a rule, either coarse, clumsy, or fractious, 
or an uppish young party who does her 
work, it is true, fairly well, but does a very 
little of it, and who is, besides, sadly hurt 
if she be not provided with an elaborate 
lunch, moistened with claret, and followed 
up by the facilities for taking a slight nap.

HUSBAND AND WIFE. 


Certain Obnoxious Methods in Domestic 
Partnerships. 

The fretful partner is like an incurable 
disease, and should be run off to the hos- 
pital for incurables just as sdon as the case 
has become chronic, says the Woman’s Mag- 
azine. Fretfulness clogs the wheels of the 
whole domestic machine and dampens the 
genial atmosphere that belongs tothe home; 
clouds the sunshine that should warm and 
brighten it. It is an intolerable evil, and, if 
it can not be abated by mild methods, it 
should be indicted asa nuisance. The ex- 
travagant partner never counts the cost of 
any thing that is desired, but plunges head- 
long into all sorts of foolish purchases. He 
is a veritable Toodles. The penurious part- 
ner goes as reprehensively in the opposite 
direction, and his imony makes the 
other half of the firm miserable. The lazy 
partner seeks to throw the entire cares of 
the bread-getting upon the other, and yet 
expects to fare as well. Happily we have 
no domestic firms in this country in which 
the weaker partner is degraded by the 


slavish labor imposed upon her, as it is in 


some countries, where a woman is seen do- 
ing or assisting in the work of an animal—a 
beast of burden—while the noble husband 
performs some easier task. It is well that 
public opinion would not tolerate such a bar- 
barous spectacle here. There are cases, no 
doubt, where the wife suffers enough of in- 


dignity and neglect without that. Of course 


all of these domestic firms can not be 
wealthy ones, but all can and should be 
equalin the division of the profits that ac- 
crue from their joint efforts to keep up the 
reputation and promote the prosperity of 
the concern. The average woman, among 
the class of people who depend upon em- 
ployment for their being, does full as much 
work, of her own kind, as the man, and, as 
a rule, does it with less grumbling; she 
spends less outof the general fund for beer 
and tobacco, and yet received less dividends 
than he does. Such partnerships are glar- 
ingly inequitable, and, though sanctioned 
by custom, should not exist. Man—must I 
say it—is an tical animal, and though 
he have a true, devoted and hard-working 
partner in his wife, almost invariably speaks 


of “‘my farm” and “my house,” even if | 


his gentler partner has contributed largely 
toward acquiring it, .In many of these do- 
mestic partnerships the woman makes far 
the longer days, working, perhaps, till bed- 
time, while the other smokes his pipe and 
reads his newspaper, and yet he hugs him- 
self with the idiotic delusion that he is sup- 
porting this weary creature, who does a 
hundred things that never enter his obtuse

New York, April 16.—In the suit

Sr. Lovrs, April 16.— The latest 
news from the border is to the effect 
that the troops are being withdrawn 
from the neighborhood of Caldwell 
and other points on the Kansas line, 
and the boomers are rapidly getting 
ready to cross the Cherokee outlet to 
the northern boundary of Oklahoma 
proper.

At 12 o’clock the division of General 
Dandinac was at the doors of Dessa- 
lines awaiting the division of General 
Nirret in order to continue the opera- 
tions. That division, after a terrible 
conflict, arrived at one o’clock, and at 
four the enemy left the stronghold and 
the divisions entered the impregnable 
fortress of Dessalines. These two days 
cost the rebels 44 dead, 132 wounded 
and 103 prisoners. The battle is re- 
garded as decisive in favor: of Legi- 
time.

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PUBLIC SURVEYS. 

Q@ne of the Reasons Why Nevada 
: is Left Out in the Cold. 

General [rish has succeeded in get- 
ting an appropriation of only $30,000 
to survey lands within the limits of 
the railroad, and that is all the money 
appropriated in Nevada since 1886. 
The Commissioner of the General 
land office at Washington refers him 
to the letters of his predecessor to 
show that no appropriation is needed. 
One, under date of May 14, 1886, reads 
as follows: . The lands in Nevada ex- 
clusively agricultural were all surveyed 
years ago, except possibly, here and 
there u little patch. The demand of 
the times now comes from’men who 
are engaged in the cattle business or 
those who desire to engage in it, poor as 
well as rich, and who find creeks and 
springs sufficient to provide water for 
‘their stock and possibly allow them 
enough to irrigate enough land to raise 
alfalfa hay to furnish the cattle or 
sheep with feed during a hard winter. 
This State offers no attraction for the 
‘‘settler.” There is not a dozen 
quarter sections in it worth settling 
upon. Eleven men out of the 
twelve would die of starvation in try- 
ing to make a living. Nothing can be 
done here except 7 irrigation, which 
costs at the rate of four dollars per 
acre per year. Once in a while there

They have made homes, improved 
their landsjand now desire to quiet title 
to them, but the letter quoted from, 
written by General Powning makes it 
impossible for them to do so, fer the 
Commissioner refuses to give Nevada 
her due portion of public money set 
aside for the surveying of public lands. 
How long this condition of things will 
last it is impossible to say, but it is 
hoped not long.

DISCOU RAGING REPORTS. 


The Cattle in Kastern Nevada Dy- 
ing for the Want of Water. 


The reports that come from the 
eastern part of the State are very dis- 
couraging. The water of Rock and 
Willow creeks in the Tuscarora country 


is completely choked out and the 
cattle are said to be dying in great 
numbers for want of that necessary 
fiuid. Rock creek, a large trout 
stream, is said to be entirely dry. 
Cattlemen, that is large holders, are 
driving the cattle over the ridge to the 
draining of ‘the Missouri and Colum- 
bia rivers. The ranches of O. North at 
Clover Valley are deserted and he has 
gone with his cattle. This makes it 
very binding on the small herd owners, 
for they cannot get away and must re- 
main and see their stock die. It is 
possible that after the la herds 
are driven away that there will be suf- 
ficient water for those that are left.
